zard of the winter, with snow 
and sleet driving before the high 
wind in 10-above weather.

Himself in advance to their ap- 
pointment to the highest places 
In the new Kingdom which they 
expected to see established, 
What About Ambition

We cannot condemn Salome and 
her sons for being ambitious; but 
only for having the wrong kind of 
ambition.

Publicity or Power? 


Our restless times are full of 


ambitions, mostly small and un- 
worthy. Generally speaking, mod- 
ern men and women seek public- 
ity, rather than capability; place, 
rather than ability. They would 
rather seem than be. Ambition for 
greatness of character and soul 
and service is not as common as 
the mad search after fame (or 
more usually, notoriety), money, 
pleasure, luxury and power. Night 
clubs and candid cameras and so- 
ciety columnists are symbols of the 
present mood. This small-mind- 
edness is a disease of which the 
world must be cured ere the new 
order can come to maturity. 


To be ambitious to do the will 


of God, Is the master motive of 
sincere Christians.

The measurements 
of the good life are here squarely 
laid down. 


We reluctantly leave our theme, 


with a reminder of the countless 
army of men and women who are 
seeking to live by this pattern laid 
down by Christ—the myriads of 
godly ministers; the greater my- 
riads of Christian mothers 
and 
fathers; the long line of sph-ltual- 
ly-minded social workers, the mil-
